We suggest you ask for the maximum 
you have coming and that you plan to spend 
it all. You will get quicker and more under­ 
standing consideration that way. 
This didn’t have the right sound to the school 
board. Why, they wondered right out in meet­ 
ing, should we have to get more money than 
we need for building more facilities than we 
need? 
Then they' made a decision almost unprece­ 
dented since the days of the little red school- 
house. W ell carry out our building program 
without asking for help from anyone, they de- 
rfarfd. 
They went to the residents of the district. 
We want to build three new rooms to help ac­ 
commodate your 500 children, they said. The 
best and cheapest way to build them is for you 
to give us the money and well do the job with­ 
out a state middleman. The alternative is for 
you to bond yourself to the limit, declare your­ 
selves to be a “needy” district, and apply for 
state aid and opervision. 
But the residents of lagunitas. Forest Knolls, 
Woodacre, San Geronimo and adjacent points 
were in no mood to declare themselves to be 
“needy." Notoriously independent and strong 


willed, they voted to increase the district's in­ 
debtedness to its legal limit and to raise its tax 
rates. 


Build us our school with that money, they 
said. 


So the school board went to work. With sharp 
pencils they figured exactly what they needed; 
every frill was eliminated. Even so it became 
apparent that with the money at hand, they 
could not complete three classrooms. Another 
decision—two completed rooms or three par* 
tialy completed? It had to be three for Lagun- 
itav.

BURGESS IS to become special 
deputy in charge of debt manage­ 
ment u«d monetary policy under 
George M. Humphrey, Treasury 
secretary designate.

Converting into stable long -term 
debt a sizable part of the present 
floating debt—that great mass of 
short-term government securities 
which the treasury must con­ 
stantly turn over by issuing new 
ones for old ones. 
Offering better interest rates— 
“Three per cent or more,” as 
compared to the present 2% per 
cent top on marketable securities. 
Making U. S. savings bonds more 
attractive interest-wise. 


AS EARLY AS 1949, political 
writers were referring to the 
youthful Republican, now 42, as 
“a rising young man" and “likely 
gubernatorial material in 10 or 15 
years.’’ 
His elevation from the little- 
known post of state controller to a 
Senate seat automatically entitles 
him to plenty of publicity and at­ 
tention from the voters during the 
next two years.

His statements reflected the new 
shift to Communist strategy dic­ 
tated by Josef Stalin Oct. 14 and 
hinted earlier in a reported letter 
from the former Japanese Com­ 
munist boss, Kyulchi Tokuda, now 
to Moscow.

Labor Unit Seeks 
Higher Payment 
For Unemployed 
SACRAMENTO m — The Cali­ 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
(AFL) served notice this week it 
will ask the 1953 legislature for in­ 
creased benefits and extended cover­ 
age in state insurance programs. 
The federation said it will seek 
$40 maximum weekly payments for 
unemployment Insurance, sickness 
and disability insurance and work­ 
men’s compensation. 
Present ceilings are $25 for un­ 
employment Insurance, $30 for dis­ 
ability insurance and $35 for work­ 
men’s compensation, for total tem­ 
porary disability. 
The federation said it will in­ 
vestigate the reported dissemination 
of “anti-labor propaganda" in the 
public schools. Its statement gave 
no details.

HOUSE SEATS LOST 
The Communists lost all 22 seats 
they had in the last lower house 
in the Oct. 1 general elections.

He was awarded the Stalin Inter­ 
national peace prize in 1951 but was 
refused a passport to go to Moscow 
to accept the award. 
He admitted Communist violence 
had been responsible for their de­ 
bacle at the polls on Oct. I. He 
added: “We do not apologize for the 
violence because we defended our­ 
selves against the police.” 
He compared the May Day inci­ 
dent to Toyko, where thousands of 
Japanese police and Communists 
clashed 
in

grounds, with the action of the 
French resistance groups. He said it 
is a Japanese edition of the French 
resistance under the Germans. 
SWITCH PLANNED 
During the war, many French 
Communists aided the Germans in 
overrunning France until the Soviet

country 
turned against the Nazis and were 
called the “September Resistance" 
members. 
Asked if there would be a similar 
switch in Communist tactics here, 
Oyama said Japanese Communists 
to the future would fight “Ameri­ 
can colonialism’* by uniting with 
other left-wing groups. 
In 1932 Oyama secretly escaped 
to the United States where he took 
up the post of a research professor 
on oriental affairs at Northwestern 
University near Chicago. 
Oyama, who now follows the party 
line said, “I fled from a totalitarian 
Japan to a kind America; today I 
am afraid of the America that be­ 
friended me." 
Today, Oyama may very weS be 
the strategist of the Communist 
Party to Japan, for he has made 
predictions in the past which «later 
were accepted by the Japan Com­ 
munist Party.

Africa has hit the news pages 
recently because of unrest here 
and there, and apparently some 
time ago it hit the news pages 
tfecause a native chleftan had 
many wives. There was a lot of 
talk about it, a lot published 
about it, and then like all news 
stories the one about the Fon of 
Laakom and his wives become 
slightly stale history. 
Mrs. Reyher revives the tale. 
But in reviving it she puts life 
into it that it never had before. 
She went to Africa, met the Fon, 
was his guest. She was trying to 
find out Just how many wives he 
had and why, and were the stories 
true that wives who deserted him 
were treated badly? 
SHE WAS DETERMINED to 
get a full story about the polyga­ 
mous practices of the Fon, ab­ 
solute ruler of a tribe of Came­ 
roon natives. All in all it took 
her several months, of which only 
about 12 days were actually spent 
at the Fon's compound atop a 
lofty peak in the fiiglish Cam- 
roons. That part of Africa is next 
door to French Bquitorial Africa 
on the one side and Nigeria on 
the other. 
Bed tape, traveling hazards and 
hard work were involved, but Mrs. 
Reyher found out enough to make 
an entertaining and interesting 
story. Perhaps she did not find

Study 
Before Using 
Gift Camera 


So Santa brought you a new 
camera! Or was it a new flash­ 
gun for the camera you have? O r 
maybe a home developing and 
printing outfit? Naturally, there 
are thrills in store for you and 
you can’t wait to get started 
Before you start burning up 
film, popping off bulbs and slosh­ 
ing solutions . . . relax . . . take 
time to read the instructions and 
know w hat you're supposed to do. 
Study your camera, find out w hat 
it can do and, equally im portant, 
what it can not do. And to con­ 
serve your enthusiasm as well as 
your film, let’s go over a few of 
the basic pointers. 
NO MATTER what cam era Is 
used, make a conscious effort to 
hold it steady at the Instant of 
pressing the button. Camera wob­ 
ble seems to be the commonest 
fault of the average picture tak­ 
er everywhere. To overcome it, 
brace your elbows tightly against 
your sides and pull the cam era 
solidly 
against 
your 
chest, 
or 
against your cheek if held at eye 
level. At the moment of shooting, 
squeeze 
the one finger against 
the release — don’t jerk the whole 
hand. 
Don’t cut people's heads off on 
close-ups. Remember the view­ 
finder Is higher than the lens, in 
most cases, so leave breathing 
space above when shooting at six 
feet or closer. Inexpensive, fixed 
focus cam eras are not geared to 
shoot closer than th at anyway. 
So if you want a nice, big head 
of the baby get a special close-up 
portrait lens attachm ent. 
Don’t tip the cafbcia to get ail 
of a person, a building or a scen­ 
ic view in. U nintentional distorted 
perspective, generally, is unsatis­ 
factory, It la better to hold the 
camera level and perhaps step 
back further to include all of a 
wanted building or tree 


WATCH THE background. In 
norm al vision our eyes see a per­ 
son and focus oa th at plane se­ 
lectively, sometimes without be­ 
ing aware of the background. Our 
cam era lens, in reducing stereo 
vision to the flat dimensions of a 
picture, sees the same person, and 
also everything behind him, with 
equal clarity. T hat accounts for 
the lamp posts and tree branch­ 
es sprouting from people's head* 
or just a general background dis­ 
order 
th at 
interferes 
with 
the 
main theme of our picture. 
We m ust use a conscious sec­ 
ond sight to overcome this fault. 
After a first look at what w ere 
shooting, take a second look a t 
what's behind it 
If the back­ 
ground is likely to interfere, shift 
the shooting angle or move the 
subject. In almost all casps, a 
simple background is best. 
W ITH SOME CAMERAS it is 
possible to shoot so th at the back­ 
ground can be made deliberately 
out of focus This is done by focus­ 
sing sharply on the subject in the 
foreground and shooting with the 
lens wide open, 
For Instance, in taking a picture 
of a girl outdoors with an I4A 
camera, 
the 
subject 
would 
be 
placed about ft feet away. The 
background of trees is about 35 
to so feet behind her, in norm al 
sunshiny shooting, the exposure 
m ight be i/50 second with the lens 
a t f it . Everything would be mo* 
and sharp including the disturbing 
elements of the foliage.

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


Peat serves the garden well in 
both summer and winter. In sum­ 
mer a top dress keeps the hot 
drying winds from shallow roots. 
It works 24 hours a day. 
But we top dress our plants with 
peat in winter for another purpose. 
Fresh peat is loose, and it is 
acid. Certain plants require an 
acid soil condition at all times. 
During the kng months when 
water comes to them through the 
faucet it tends to build up ground 
alkali, and , roots sicken. A top 
dress of peat changes this and 
brings back healthy roots and vig­ 
orous plants. 
FEAT ALSO maintains a right 
moisture condition . This is true 
both in winter and summer, though 
of course in the latter season this 
is of great importance especially 
for the surface roots. Peat tends 
to dry out a bit right after a rain 
storm 
or 
after It has b e e n 
sprinkled. It does not grow soggy 
especially if proper drainage has 
been prepared in the beginning. 
Plant roots want a little warmth 
in winter. Peat is warm at that 
time of year. Nurserymen have 
learned this from hitter experience. 
To save costs they have covered 
potted plants with wood shavings. 
Later seeing their plants turn yel­ 
low, and drying out, they picked 
up their potted plants and found 
them he cold. Immediately they 
exchanged the shavings for peat 
and the plants took on a more 
cheerful green while the pots felt 
warm when lifted.

crowns of azaleas, rhododendrons, 
heather, camellias, and mountain 
laurels. Do not place any around 
your daphne.

light is adequate for the plants you 
wish to grow. 
AN

foot 
candles for 12 hours a day is suf­ 
ficient to develop the flowers of 
bulbs, such as tulips, daffodils, 
Paper White narcissi, lily of the 
valley, and amaryllis. To measure 
the light that falls on the place 
where your plants can be kept, lay 
two sheets of white paper Hat, one 
above the other. Hold a Weston 
light meter six inches above the 
paper, being careful not to cast a 
shadow. Multiply the meter read­ 
ing by four and you will have 
approximately the foot-candles of 
light available to your plants. 
The bulbs take less light than 
other flowering pot plant#, which 
need about 500 foot candles each 
12 hours, and should not be a t­ 
tempted except in a south window, 
which enjoys direct sunlight or a 
large east, west or north window 
which receives the full reflected 
light of the sky. 
TEMPERATURE is important in 
growing indoor flowers, next to 
light. There is more trouble from 
high temperatures than from low. 
Here windows which do not face 
south enjoy an advantage. Plants 
can be kept close to the glass, 
where the temperature is more 
stable, and usually much cooler 
than In the center of the room. 
WATERING 18 the third im­ 
portant factor affecting plants. 
The old fashioned method of soak­ 
ing the soil with water, then al­ 
lowing it to dry out, is still the 
best one. As the soil dries, air 
enters, insuring the roots necessary 
oxygen. When methods of auto- 
matic watering are used, there may 
be danger of keeping the soil sat­ 
urated, so that air is excluded. 
If a large pan can be provided 
holding two or three inches of 
sand, pots can stand on this sand; 
and if water is kept standing Just 
below the bottom of the pot, mois­ 
ture will be taken up by the pot 
as needed.

Takes Group Coordination 
To Solve Drainage Problem 


W ater which enters soil during 
rains seeps either downward, or 
horizontally, through porous soil 
toward lower levels. When the 
water reaches a layer of rock, 
hardpan, or clay which is im­ 
pervious, or slightly so, the pas­ 
sage of water is stopped or slow­ 
ed up. The point at which this 
happens is called the water table. 
Roots of most garden plants 
must be above the water table. 
Plants sicken when water stands 
over their roots In winter. Roots 
must breath and they get their 
air out of the soil. Air xioes not 
become available to roots when 
water stands in the soil because 
it Is simply replaced by the wa­ 
ter. One way to correct this prob­ 
lem is by constructing drainage 
ditches at the side of the plot. 
The ditches being lower than the 
garden plot drain away the wa­ 
ter and keeps it from standing. 
GARDENERS 
WHO 
ENOW 
drainage is faulty on their land 
prepare to meet the problem by 
establishing raised beds for their 
winter annuals. The plants set 
high will have their roots above 
the standing water and thus will 
be able to winter through a wet 
season. 
F o r the permanent plants an­ 
other system is used. Here the 
gardener builds a hole fixing the 
bottom with a decided slant. In 
the bottom of the hole he puts 
down a bucket or so of gravel. 
Then on top of this the soil in 
which the roots of his plant be­ 
come established. 
Sometimes it is necessary to , 
establish a system of drain tiles 
throughout the property to car­ 
ry the w ater away. This Is es­ 
pecially true in sous which get 
water 
continuously 
from 
high 
land. The water must be kept 
moving and the laying of Uks 
often achieves this. All that is 
required for the laying of tile to 


a study of the ground and the 
placing of the tile below the wa­ 
ter table. The tile then is laid 
to carry the water away either 
off the land altogether or to the 
lowest point. 
BUT THERE IS MORE to this 
problem of drainage than t h e 
personal garden. There is the 
problem of getting excess water 
off the land, and also away from 
the whole neighborhood. It is not 
enough to run the water away for 
it is necessary to eee that it to 
not dumped onto the neighbors 
property.

Last Fair Warning Given 
For Dampproofing Basements

A crying need for an easy way 
to 
dampproof 
basements 
has 
flooded the market with various 
materials which are so good for 
minor problems that they inspire 
their promoters to make fantas­ 
tic claims. 
/Apparently such promotion is 
more or less sound business, since 
the majority of damp basements 
can be remedied rather simply 
and the material used will rarely 
be subjected to a severe test. 
, However, the National Bureau 
of Standards has found that the 
basic Ingredient of most of such 
products is Portland cement "and 
few, if any, show any marked 
superiority in preventing damp­ 
ness over Portland cement." 
This is shown hi a report, which 
Joseph H. Orendorff, director of 
research for the Housing And 
Home Finance Agency in Wash­ 
ington, says “indicates to us that 
Portland cement is the import­ 
ant ingredient and that water­ 
proofing admixtures and coatings 
do not necessarily improve. the 
water-tigbtnes* or a b s o r p t i o n 
characteristics of the wall." 
THIS BRINGS UP the inter­ 
esting 
performance of 
cement- 
water paints. Just having finish­ 
ed different parts of a basement 
with different types of paint, this 
writer can report on personal ex­ 
perience.

The meth­ 
od of use recommended is: tl) 
Vigorous wire brushing of sur­ 
faces; <3> Filling with a heavy 
paste, all large cracks; (3) Fog 
spraying the surface with a hose, 
allowing water to drain oif, but 
not dry; t4> Applying the first 
coat with circular movements of 
a scrub brush, without brushing 
the paint out; *5) Curing with a 
fine fog spray after the coat has 
hardened, keeping it damp for 24 
hours; (6) Applying a second coat 
in long, horisontal strokes with a 
whitewash or calcimine 
brush; 
»7) Curing after this coat has 
hardened by using a fine fog 
spray and keeping the surface 
damp for at least 48 hours. 


If basement wails have been 
painted before, all ok! paint must 
be removed before using cement- 
water paints. But cement-water 
paints can be painted over in 
colors after a primer has been 
applied.

LIFE IN FISH BOWL 
King-Size Windows Silly 
Without A Picture View 


Apparently, you can’t have a 
modem house if you don’t have a 
picture window. And if you want 
to advertise the fact that you have 
a picture window, the best place 
to p u t it is on the business side— 
or street-front side—of the house. 
There are other advantages, too, 
in a picture window facing the 
street. You can, while lolling in 
the living room, keep track of all 
the neighbors’ activities and you 
can also keep a constant check on 
local traffic conditions. Also, the 
neighbors can keep track of you. 
IT IS DUBIOUS, however, if the 
unsung architect who started this 
picture window fad had in mind 
its use aa a Ifcort of' stationary 
observation vantage point. Pre­ 
sumably, the outline of the king- 
size window was to be used to 
frame for inside viewers a hand­ 
some outside vista. In this day 
of 
small 
homes 
and 
modest­ 
sized plots, this can usually be 
achieved by placing the picture 
window at a more private location 
—like the back or side of the 
house — beyond which a balanced 
landscaped picture may be delib­ 
erately composed. 
THERE IS AN increasing de­ 
mand for privacy among American 
homeowners, an idea which not 
long ago was pretty foreign. For 
centuries Europeans and Asiatics 
have gone in for private gardens, 
planted for the delight of the 
famiiy, and wailed in against pry­ 
ing, alien eyes. Americans, on the 
other hfind, have been interested 
in people and action — and the 
great institution of

front 
porch evolved. 
The front porch, as a look at 
new housing shows, is as dated 
as unbuckled galoshes, and has 
been replaced with screened ter- 
aces, side verandas and protected 
patios. The picture window, fram­ 
ing a near or distant scene, con­ 
trived or natural, fits this trend 
neatly. 
To be most satisfactory, plan­ 
ning for the “picture" should be­ 
gin while the picture frame and 
house are still in the blue print 
stage.

* THINK IN TERMS of back­ 
ground. If it is a charming vista 
of the neighbor's garage or utility 
yard, complete with clothesline, 
there are a number of ways of 
closing it off. Stone or brick walls

Tall, 
close - woven 
wooden fences are another meth­ 
od. In the event either of these 
are unsuitable or unfriendly, there 
are always the useful evergreens 
which provide a year-round screen 
and, Just as important, color. If 
the budget prevents — for they are 
usually more costly than trees 
which shed their leaves in winter 
—there are a number of other 
tall-growing plantings which can 
be used although the garage and 
wash line will be in evidence a 
few months of the year.

That 
depends on many circumstances, 
sometimes on the builder and his 
whim among other things. 
Why should he give you your 
money back? You ordered him to 
start construction on a house for 
you. He has gone to a lot of ex­ 
pense and deserves to be paid. 
He ran compel you to fulfill your 
part of the contract you signed. 
In other words, complete the deal 
and take ownership. 
And after you have owned that 
house and want to sell it, you 
may go through the same tiling 
with another careless buyer. 
STILL 
MANY 
PEOPLE 
sign 
contracts without any legal guid­ 
ance. Some say “Oh, 1*11 get a 
lawyer for the closing”—the day 
when title Is taken. By that time 
it is too late for any lawyer to 
save your rights which you may 
have signed away in a one-sided 
contract. 
Others even have said: “The 
builder has a lawyer for the clos­ 
ing; why should I have another 
lawyer there. One 
Is enough." 
T hai lawyer himself could tell 
them that no man can faithfully 
serve two masters. 
Undoubtedly one reason there 
are so many lawyers Is that peo­ 
ple persist in getting themselves 
into so many legal Jams. 
In fact, real estate contracts 
are so serious and have so many 
ramifications that approximately 
1300 real estate lawyers got to­ 
gether recently 
in New York’s

••Fortunately,” the legal expert 
recounted, “this property was ap­ 
parently insured for its full value, 
However, In the past few years 
when building coste have been 
mounting steadily, we have seen 
many instances where property

under-insured.

such an owner should contract 
to sell and assume the risk of 
damage pending closing of title,

would be disastrous.** 
FIRE IS NOT the only hazard. 
Cases 
were cited 
where steam 
pipes, not covered by insurance, 
had burst. Other instances in­ 
volved parts of waterfront lots 
washing away before title closing. 
Suppose you sign a contract to 
buy and then have a survey made 
and discover that a wall of th$ 
house stands on a neighbor’s land* 
or that the neighbor’s wall stands 
on 
your 
land. 
This 
probably 
sounds like a W a ll matter that 
you can overlook, as long as your 
neighbor overlooks it. But can you 
get a mortgage on such property? 
Answers to all of these ques­ 
tions have been sought in the 
courts and depend on many dif­ 
ferent state laws. And they are 
only a few of the responsibilities 
involved in, the signing of a con­ 
tract. When 1,500 lawyers can be­ 
come concerned with the conse­ 
quences of contracts, it is no 
time for a home owner to think 
he can take the law into his own 
hands.

cording to the new law, the board 
must pass or reject all applicants, 
issuing a license to All who pass. 
Mrs. Higby said most of the first 
class of student nurses have been 
homemakers, and with their devel­ 
oped sense of human understand­ 
ing, they have made a good im­ 
pression with the patients at the 
hospital. 
The student nurses receive a 
stipend of $60 a month for the 
.seven months they spend at the 
hospital for clinical training. Their 
uniforms are laundered free by the 
hospital, and they can buy their 
meals there at reasonable rates. 
THE SECOND CLASS soon to 
begin clinical training, are Misses 
Bernice Goodwin, Hazel T hom p­ 
son, Hortense Valentine, and Mes­ 
dames Nellie Bilderbach, Georgia 
McCarthy, Betty Borruso, Marie 
Treacy, Mary De Rosa, Beverly 
Kosta, Ruth Lasseter and Anna- 
bid Potts. 
All are Marin residents except 
Miss Goodwin whose home is in 
Vallejo. 
Mrs. Louise Mathews, RN, nurs­ 
ing instructor of the group at Col­ 
lege of Marin spends several hours 
a day with the group teaching 
various phases of nursing. They 
learn the use of injection needles 
by practicing first on dolls and 
eventually on each other. 
Mrs. Mathews said she 4 like to 


have 50 in the class because of the 
need for hospital attendants. 
In addition they study courses in 
life science, hygiene, food, nutri­ 
tion and special diets, psychology 
in everyday living and funda­ 
mentals of speech. 
The seven months training in 
clinical nursing includes six weeks 
care of mothers and newborn, four 
weeks care of children, three weeks 
care of chronic and aged, seven 
weeks care of medical patients, 
three weeks care of surgical pa­ 
tients, three weeks care of ortho­ 
pedic patients, and three to four 
weeks elective. 
There are more than 71,000 reg­ 
istered nurses in the state of Cali­ 
fornia. The goal for licensed voca­ 
tional nurses is two for every reg­ 
istered nurse. 
AT PRESENT there is no con­ 
nection between the new program 
and qualifications for registered 
nurses, but it is hoped that in the 
future it will fulfill some of the 
requirements toward an RN, 
There are also about 56,000 prac­ 
tical nurses in the state. Until 
1964, any practical nurse in the 
state may take the examination 
and receive a license for vocational 
nursing on passing the exam with­ 
out the year of study. 
According to the new law, a vo­ 
cational nurse must have **. . . 
technical and manual skills ac-

bring on mental changes seen in 
senility. People getting toward their 
sixties might even benefit from tak­ 
ing this vitamin regularly to keep 
clear minds in old age. 


AGING PROCESS , 
We all know that many men and 
women past 60 begin to have lapses 
in memory, confusion «bout recent 
events, and faulty Judgment. These 
are all due to an aging process ©f 
the brain, known as senility, It is 
believed that a lack of niacin, one 
of the vitamin B group, aeu the 
stage for many cases of senility. 
Usually a niacin deficiency de­ 
velops to an older person because 
of improper djet 
It may also be 
caused by failure of the intestines 
to absorb the vitamin property 


NEEDS MORE NIACIN 
An older person usually needs a 
greater amount of niacin than a 
young adult. When 
this amount 
drops too low, it may subject these 


okier persons to mental changbs 
Then, as a result of their failure 
in thinking, they take less food, 
and thus the condition tends to 
grow worse. 
When large doses of niacin are 
given to these people, mental im­ 
provement may be seen within three 
months. 
If this improvement oc­ 
curs, small doses are then given to 
keep the person to proper menial 
health. 
HELPS THOSE UNDER 6ft 
Usually the degree of improve­ 
ment depends on the patient’s age. 
Vitamin treatments help over half 
the patient*, with senile changes up 
to 65 years of age However, only 
ten per cent of the oldei patients 
are benefited.

is also good to begin

treatments as soon as mental lapses 
are noticed. The sooner after the 
person 
shows 
the 
beginning 
of 
symptoms, Hie better the chance 
of success.

Penny-Wise Banker Fashions 
Own Lamp Bases For Home

Gene Trenam is m banker whose 
economy-mindedncss led him into 
the making of some striking look- 
Inc modern lamp bases for his 
home. 
In the banking business since 
1*30, Treham, now manager of 
the Tiburon branch of the Bank 
of San Rafael, began to design 
some modem furniture for himself 
In 1947. He and his wife Dorothy 
were living in Southern California 
at the time. 
The Trenams needed some mod­ 
ern furniture for their home and 
they decided many of the accessory 
pieces were easier to make than 
to buy. * 
80 Gene who had never taken 
any courses in woodworking, be­ 
gan to use the school woodworking 
facilities in El Monte, while his 
wife took an 
adult education 
course in lamp shade making. 
Between the two of them, they 
have produced two five feet high 
wooden lamp bases and 
some 
smaller ones, as well as other 
pieces of furniture. 
THE 
FIRST 
LAMP 
Trenam 
made was an X-shaped one of 
pine, spray painted with six coats 
of tfed paint. He followed it up 
with a four-foot high sturdy red­ 


wood floor lamp with an interest­ 
ing base for which his wife made a 
lampshade of a modern green 
print. Another large floor lamp is 
in the shape of a question mark 
fashioned out of birch and topped 
with Dorothy’s nylon lampshade. 
As an example of the- economy 
affected by his heme wood-work­ 
ing, Trenam said that a modern 
lamp the size of his birch one was 
priced at $150 in a store, while 
his ran about $35. 
“The nice thing about modern 
furniture,” 
Trenam 
commented, 
“is that an ordinary guy like my­ 
self can whip up a modern piece 
and can’t do anything wrong, 
whereas if I tried to copy a Dun­ 
can 
Phyfe 
or 
Wedgwood 
it 
wouldn’t look anything like their 
work." 
Trenam who is also President 
of the Tiburon Chamber of Com­ 
merce ordinarily uses solid hard­ 
wood, fastening joints together 
with strong maple dowels and 
weldwood glue. He prefers birch, 
mahogany and maple as materials 
to work with. Although solid wood 
is more expensive since an error 
in cutting causes terrific waste, 
Trenam prefers it to plywood 
which 
requires 
perfect 
joints 
which are difficult for an amateur 


woodworker to achieve. 
HE USES A HAND SAW, plane 
and sandpaper for hk work, and, 
Trenam adds modestly,, “a little 
inaSginatk*1.** 
When he gets an idea for a 
piece, he starts work on it and if 
the original plan doesn’t work out, 
he develops other approaches to 
it as he goes along. 
One of bis most attractive jobs 
is a four sectional Honduras ma­ 
hogany corner table. Another is a 
low red lacquired coffee table 
which has ten coats of paint on 
the Ponderosa pine. 
Trenam says he prefers to paint 
the furniture, since that covers up 
occasional defects in the wood­ 
working. If wood is left in its 
natural state, it must be perfectly 
finished, he pointed out. 
Just as a sideline, added his 
wife who also works at the bank, 
Trenam does some upholstering 
and all the wiring for the lamps.

SET OUT NOW 
Violas Popular 
For Garden Edges 


Violas rapidly are becoming one 
of our most popular plants for 
edging beds and borders, according 
to the California Bedding Plant 
Advisory Board. And they have 
come a long way from the shy little 
blue flowers of not many years 
sgo. Now, when buying the plants 
in flats, you can choose from such 
colors as yellow, apricot, white, 
ruby an, of course, blue. Yes, and 
Johnny-Jump-Up« with their tiny 
yellow and blue flowers. 
Bet out Viola plants now so they 
will get their root systems well es­ 
tablished during the winter, form 
runner branch growths and bloom 
before spring. They will continue 
to bloom for as long as six months 
if you keep the old flowers picked 
off. 
VIOLAS LIKE SOIL that con­ 
tains plenty of humus. If you did 
not prepare the soil in advance, 
spread a quarter-inch layer of 
well-rotted 
manure 
about 
six 
weeks after the plants are set out. 
Because they will stand up to a 
half day of shade, your violas will 
grow in south, east or west expos­ 
ures. The plants form low mounds, 
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about four to six inches high and 
the same across, so space them 
about four inches apart. 
For the first three or four weeks, 
until the roots are well established, 
make sure the ground remains 
moist. Once it was etastomary to 
keep the plants moist thereafter. 
In recent yare, howver, viola spe­ 
cialists have discovered that, onee 
established, the plants do not like 
to be kept wet continually. About 
every six weeks, feed them with a 
good commercial fertiliser, eight 
cups per hundred square feet of 
bed. 
Alternate groups of violas and 
pansies for a charming effect in 
flower beds or borders. And violas 
also are fine for window boxes and 
pots. To grow them in pots, use a 
mixture of one pert well-rotted 
manure, one part leaf mold and 
two pans garden soil. Plant them 
in six inch pan pots, three plants 
per pot, and you’ll have portable 
beauty spots for porch or patio.

“Almost Persuaded.” 
ANOTHER OF H IS SONG& 
“Hold the Fort,” was inspired by 
an evangelist’s description of a 
Civil W ar battle In which a small 
garrison of soldiers held a fortress 
under siege for hours until rein­ 
forcements came to rescue them. 
A strm on-story of a ship-wreck 
caused by the failure of a light­ 
house beacon supplied the Inspira­ 
tion for "Let The Lower Lights Be 
Burning” and hLs hymn, “Pull For 
The Shore!” had a sim ilar origin. 
On another occasion, a revival 
audience was singing the popular 
hym n chorus, "O how I love Jesus,” 
and 
Bliss, leading the singers, 
thought of how often men and 
women sing of their love for Christ, 
how seldon of God’s love for men.
